mum old-age pensions of $60 a 
month to all persons over 60 years 
old and to raise the necessary reve- 
nues through a 2 per cent state tax 
on all gross incomes over $5,000 a 
year. 


The authors of the bill, Senators 


Cornelius Young, Arthur Zimmy, 
and Anthony Gawronski, Milwau- 
kee Democrats, and Senator Bern- 
hard Gettelman, Milwaukee, Reoub- 
lican, estimated the tax would raise 
$52.000,000 for pension purposes. 


At the same time two Progres- 


sives, Allen J. Busby, West Allis, 
and George Hampel, Milwaukee, in- 
troduced a proposal to raise 
the 


present maximum pension allot- 
ment from $30 to $40 a month and 
to finance the cost through gradu- 
ated increases in the present state 
income tax.

Disregard for the provisions of 


treaties is perhaps the outstanding 
cause for the present unfriendliness 
existing among nations in Europe, 
Dr. William F. Aianey, professor of 
history at Lawrence college, told 
members of the Appleton Kiwams 
club at a meeting yesterday noon 
in the Conway hotel. 


The Lawrence professor,

summed up European politics with 
the remark that "things are pretty 
bad", said that international securi- 
ty and amity will be established 
only when treaties are respected, 
the individual restored to his prop- 
er place in the scheme of govern- 
ment, and international trade pro- 
moted. 


"It has been said that when the 


World war broke out, there were 
25,000 treaties in effect," Dr. Rancy 
said. "It appears that treaties arc no 
longer meant to be kept. ... I be- 
lieve you can accuse France and 
England, and perhaps Russia, of 
failing to keep the terms of a treaty 
by not protecting Czechoslovakia 
from the German invasion." 


Terming the present outlook "not

been made of what the courts have 
done in passing judgment on the la- 
bor board's work. 


Rarely has a law been tested in 


the courts as many times or in such 
a short space of time as the Wag- 
ner Labor Relations Act. 
In the 


three and a half years since it was 
passed, there have been 78 cases 
arising, apart from the customarj 
injunction proceedings. The score 
of the labor board in cases that have 
come to the Supreme Court of the 
United States is 17 to 2 in 
the 


board's favor. As for cases not act- 
ed upon yet by the supreme court 
and still in the circuit courts of ap- 
peals, the score is 33 to 13; that is, 
the board's decisions have 
been 


ordered enforced in full in 33 cases 
and enforcement has been denied in 
13 instances. 


To this latter total might be ad- 


ded five cases in which the ooard's 
decisions were ordered enforced in 
part, but then it might also be con- 
tended that, in the same live cases, 
the courts did not agree in part with 
the board. 


, 
Has Good Record 


But 33 cases of clean-cut victory 


for the labor board as against 13 or 
13, depending on how the five cases 
of "fifty-fifty" decisions are lined 
up. is a remarkable record for any 
federal board, entirely apart from 
the 17 to 2 showing in the highest 
court in the land. 


Much criticism has been leveled 


against the labor board on 
the 


ground that it is arbitrary in its de- 
' cisions, or that it reveals bias. What 


the opponents of the Wagner act in 
congress have been striving to do 
lately is to fix the blame for this on 
the members of the board instead of 
on the congress itself which wrote 
the law that now comes under fire. 


/ The Wagner act was written from 


the viewpoint of labor unions, and 
the labor board merely takes what 
congress gives it Strict enforcement 
of the Wagner act can hardly, there- 
fore, fail to reflect the bias which 
congress itself wrote into the statute 
but this is not the fault of the board 
members. They did not write the 
law, but are called upon merely to 
enforce it. 


Attacks On Board 


Some of the attacks on the labor 


board's decisions have referred to 
improper «.r unfair procedure. The 
circuit courts of appeals and the Su- 
, preme Court of the United States 
have their attention directed to such 
defects in procedure by the lawyers 
involved in these cases, and the is- 
sues arc usually passed upon by the 
courts. If the procedure is unfair, 
the court decisions will tend to cor- 
rect mistaken action, but the courts 
cannot write into the law clauses 
Riving the employer the same rights 
as the employees when congress it- 
self has refused, to do it 


The labor board will doubtless be j 


reversed in some of the cases now' 
pending. This correspondent wrote, 
for instance, at the time the Fan- 
steel case was decided by the labor 
board, that the courts" probably 
would not sanction reinstatement of 
employees who had been engaged in 
"sit-down" strikes, but the points in 
that case, as already outlined in 
these dispatches, are far from com- 
mitting the labor board to support 
of the "sit-down" strike or any oth- 
er method of violence as a means 
of settling labor quarrels. 


This congress is likely to take up 


the question of amending the Wag- 
ner act, but surrounding the discus- 
sion of revision is an unfortunate 
controversy that has arisen over the 
confirmation by the senate of Don- 
ald Wakcficld Smith, who was Riv- 
en a recess appointment for a sec- 
ond term by President Roosevelt.

views, unless, of coiirse, the fight on 
confirmation should revolve around 
the question of personal qualifica- 
tions, which thus far has not been 
made an issue in the contest. The 
opponents have indicated they do 
not like the labor board decisions 
and, if the president yields to the 
pressure, he may find the incident 
rising to plague him when 
reap- 


pomtments come up from any fed- 
eral commissions iirespective of the 
conscientious service rendered bj 
the board member. Boards charged 
with quasi-judicial tasks may easily 
become more concerned hereafter 
as to the kind of decisions which 
will merit them confirmation

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ANOTHER EXPERIMENT 


The Farm Security Administration has 


sponsored a. certain experiment down in 
Arizona that is likely to produce conflict- 
ing opinions, expressions and conclusions. 


It has invested about $500,000 in a 


piece of land containing 
4,200 
acres, 


equipped it with the usual farm imple- 
ments, livestock and poultry, and placed 
upon it 60 families recruited principally 
from migratory laborers. The manager 
of this property has recently resigned 
after issuing this statement: 


"From my knowledge of the Soviet 


economic setup, I would say about the 
only difference between *his coopera- 
tive farm plan and that operated in 
Russia is that the government is paid 
its share of the gross income in cash 
instead of kind." 
But does it necessarily follow that 


because we do something that is done in 
Russia it is sure to be evil? That 
a thing may be done under bloody so- 
cialism may be enough to demand care- 
ful inspection but it does not follow that 
it must be discarded if it is found to meet 
•with. American needs and principles. 


The families that came on this prop- 


erty were poverty-stricken. They didn't 
buy anything because they had nothing 
with which to buy. They may go when 
they please. Some of them do. 
Others 


are then brought in. 


Each family is given a home and pro- 


vided with $50 a month. Of course the 
cash is needed to buy at the community 
commissary. 


The objectionable features of this plan 


are not hard to find. The farm families 
have absolutely nothing to say about what 
is to be planted, where it is to be planted 
nor in what quantity. The manager is 
the boss. The families are the wards of 
the government, wards for life unless they 
get a touch of ambition and move away. 
The fact that sixty families are treated 
somewhat on the Soviet set-up is not go- 
ing to bowl the country over. In fact we 
have been rather priding ourselves in 
America that we can experiment to a rea- 
sonable extent without losing our balance 
in order to discover whether there is any 
good in a plan or theory. 


And still it would seem that unless 


the Administration plans to create a class 
of people known as Sure-Morons and set 
them aside for special treatment the ex- 
periment is rather useless. 
When the 


head of a farm family is not permitted to 
think concerning important features of his 
workaday life it should be only for the 
reason that he cannot think. 


And what sort of a society a hun- 


dred years hence would we have if we 
plastered these experiments all over the 
country and produced a people who are 
not even given the chance to think? 


Men are not made into dependable 


particles of society unless they assume 
certain responsibilities even when they 
do not carry them out as well as others 
might direct a course for them. 


And right in that particular' this ex- 


periment runs counter to a great Amer- 
ican principle, even though it be forgotten 
at times, for America makes people think, 
compels them to make an effort at think- 
ing, forces them to take the responsibil- 
ity of thinking, with the punishment of 
loss of some sort as the penalty for a 
lack of caution.

interest by Americans. It is hardly con- 
ceivable that there will not be some who 
will pack up their belongings ar.d head for 
Italy. In the vanguard, no doubt, will 
be those thousands of Italians who, dur- 
ing the observance of Columbus Dav

Home, they say, is where the heart is, 


and quite obviously the hearts of these 
demonstrators are with Mussolini.

EX-AiMERICAN SOLDIERS IN FRANCE 


In thc current issue of the Legionnaire 


is an article written from Paris by the 
wife of one of the American soldiers "who 
never came back" but elected to stay in 
thc country of wine and flowers. 


It discloses how impossible it is for 


men to shed those many indefinable things 
that have become part of bone and muscle 
and were made to remain with them as 
long as life lasts. And yet here in Amer- 
ica we have often been very impatient 
and inconsiderate with the immigrants 
that came to our shores merely because 
they disclosed the same characteristics 
regarding their homeland that the Amer- 
icans who stayed in France persist in even 
to this day. 


The author says that no question of 


any sort can arise in France whether in 
the realm of politics, sociology or eco- 
nomics but her husband says, "We han- 
dle a matter like this much better in 
America. . . . In the United States we 
would do thus and so." 
Moreover' she 


finds her husband's mentality "a hodge- 
podge of curious and contrasting things 
all made in America. " He insists on 
talking about Lincoln's great Gettysburg 
address, sings "My Old Kentucky Home," 
praises angel food and devil cake, talks 
about the beauty of Sunday School pic- 
nics, raves upon the dramatic possibili- 
ties of Uncle Tom's Cabin with Eliza 
crossing the ice, wonders why they don't 
have corn roasts and Halloween in France 
or a song like "I Was 
Seeing 
Nellie 


Home." 
It is true that he has picked 


up some French customs pertaining to 
foi gras, family councils, godmothers and 
champagne "but the American ones still 
dominate the scene." 


Of the 1,433 A.E.F. soldiers who mar- 


ried and settled down in France and still 
reside there the author knows of none 
who has become a French citizen. They 
cling to their American passports even 
though the children of some of them can- 
not talk English. 
Incidentally a large 


number of thejh 
represent 
American 


houses, enthusiastically press the sale of 
American goods and because of their 
long residence and numerous connections 
are able to do a good stroke of business 
for their homeland. 


At various times in American history 


our people became quite bitter and on 
occasions 
violent 
toward 
immigrants 


merely because they could not tear out 
of their systems the songs of childhood, 
the folklore they had learned with won- 
dering eyes, the village myths or cus- 
toms they had absorbed, and found their 
highest pleasure here in reviewing scenes 
they had left behind them. We once had 
a political party, later dubbed the "Know- 
Nothings," aimed at squeezing, ironing or 
burning out of these immigrants the very 
sweet memories that were their princi- 
pal treasures. Of course from the nick- 
name given this party it is evident that 
it did not get far because the great ma- 
jority of our people were tolerant and 
understood, yet the very immigrants of 
whom they were complaining were be- 
coming citizens and devoting themselves 
wholeheartedly to America. 


Obviously the French are likewise a 


tolerant people for we find no complaints 
against this tough little nucleus of Ameri- 
can ex-soldiers although none of them 
will abandon his American citizenship. 


BYRD DENOUNCES PRIMING 


The letter of Senator Harry F. Byrd to 


Chairman Marriner S. Eccles of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, in which the Virginia 
senator challenges the spending and pump 
priming philosophy with the declaration 
that for every dollar the government bor- 
rows and spends in pump priming, private 
enterprise is deterred from spending two, 
should be read and studied by every citi- 
zen. 


Senator Byrd voiced the sentiment of 


every American who has not given up 
when he said: "I want to get business 
prosperity restored, not by financial man- 
ipulations on the part of the government 
but by restoring confidence on thc part 
of the business community in the fairness 
of the government, by eliminating need- 
less frictions and restraints and by free- 
ing thc enterprise of a great people, who 
want jobs, not charity; work, not taxes." 


It is not honesty, thc Senator told Ec- 


cles, to go on the theory that government 
debt would never have to be paid. He 
termed "impossible"' spigot spending by 
which thc government would, with proper 
timing, increase and decrease expendi- 
tures to stimulate and control private en- 
terprise. 
Nine years of governmental 


deficits have demonstrated, he said, that 
debt for its own sake possesses no finan- 
cial magic. 


Senator Byrd's challenge of the policy 


of wasting the people's resources was in, 
reply to a letter from Eccles in which the 
latter extolled the beauties of a govern- 
ment policy of spending and borrowing 
without limit for pump priming and sim- 
ilar boondoggling purposes. It is especial- 
ly timely, coming a few days after thc 
Roosevelt budget recommendations which 
call for a Federal expenditure of $9,000,- 
000,000 for one year. Added to another 
$9,000.000,000 needed to carry on neces- 
sary functions of state and local govern- 
mental units, this places the cost of gov- 
ernment in the United States at $18.000.- 
000.000 a year—or more than 25 per cent 
of the total income of the American pco- 
pJc. which for last year was estimated at

In Old New York 


New York—It Is given to no man to know 


what makes a song successful. A composer may 
dash off in a few minutes a song that will live 
forever, or he may work for years on one that 
flops. Teddy Powell's "Singing in the Saddle" 
was literally dashed off in 20 minutes. Bob 
Mac Gimscy's "Shadrach" took years in the 
making. 


There is a new jitterbug song called "Pluckin' 


on the Golden Harp" which is taking hold of 
public fancy fast and which was born in the 
following manner: 


Patricia Norman, whose singing of "Old Man 


Mose" with Eddy Duchin's orchestra raised her 
to featured prominence as a singer of hot songs, 
decided she needed a pew song in the vein of 
Old Man Mose. The idea appealed to a certain 
composer and he wrote "Pluckm" on the Golden 
Harp." 


In this song he has a line which says, "Pluck, 


pluck, plucking on the golden harp," which 
gives Miss Norman a chance to simulate the 
line in "Old Man Mose" in which she sang: 
"Old Man Mose he kicked the bucket, the buck, 
buck bucket." 


Miss Norman, delighted with the song, audi- 


tioned it for Brunswick, which accepted it on 
the spot. Operators of automatic phonographs— 
the nickel-in-the-slot-machines which you find 
all over the country now—immediately ordered 
1,500 of the discs, and the song was on its way 
toward national popularity. 


The payoff, however, was the acute alarm of 


the songwriter when he saw his song catch on. 
He was ashamed of his own lyrics, and didn't 
want people to know that he. a writer of songs 
often heard in concert halls, was connected 
with a number of that type. 


That's New York for you. 


Despite the scientific advancement of the past 


half century, there are still sometimes that de- 
fy improvement. One of them is Carnegie Hall, 
the throne room of musical art which all 
America knows by reason of the Philharmonic 
Symphony Orchestra broadcasts on Sunday af- 
ternoons. 


Built in 1891, Carnegie Hall boasts in 1939 of 


possessing the finest acoustics properties of any 
hall in New York. 


Whether one sits in the top balcony or on the 


main floor, the acoustics are excellent. When 
Mayor LaGuardia became chief executive of 
New York he refused to exchange his season 
tickets for the Philharmonic concerts from the 
Dress Circle to a box, explaining: "I have the 
best seats in the house." Leopold Stokowski, 
when listening to orchestral concerts always 
prefers to sit in the balcony. Mrs. Vincent Astor 
prefers the parquet. There are others who insist 
that the music sounds best in top balcony seat. 


Experts in acoustics have made exhaustive 


studies of Carnegie Hall, measuring angles, 
walls and ceilings, and studying the material 
used in decorations; but none has been able to 
account for the faithfulness of the acoustics. 


An explanation which isn't scientific but 


which sounds reasonable is one which several 
members of the orchestra have advanced.

They believe that the vibrations set up by the 


playing of great music for nearly fifty years 
have in some way infiltrated into the walls so 
that those walls "respond" harmoniously to the 
music. 


One of those days I hope they pass a law for- 


bidding the use of microphones in theatres and 
other places of entertainment of similar size. 
Microphones are ruining more voices than any- 
thing else. It is making singers lazy, so that they 
no longer "give out" with volume enough to 
fill an auditorium. They depend upon the loud- 
speakers to do the work. Rudy Vallee was the 
first, I believe, to use a microphone on the 
stage, his voice being too light to carry of its 
own accord. Other singers equally lacking in 
voices adequate for theatres, snatched up the 
idea until everybody was doing it. As a result, 
customers now are compelled to look at singers 
whose faces are half hidden behind a micro- 
phone; and microphones aren't much to look at 
if you haven't a scientific mind. 


I think that if a singer intends to draw money 


for singing, he or she ought to be able to sing 
without the aid of science; and if they can't, 
then fie on them.

light on a major item of national 
defense often overlooked. It is: 


W h e n this 


country has to

In time of war a defensive force 


must be converted into an offensive 
force unless the country is willing 
to fight the war in its own door- 
yard. That, at least, is the navy 
viewpoint expressed on more than 
one occasion and clearly implied 
now in the report on proposed nav- 
al bases which was made public 
because of a slip by a house clerk. 


That is why the so-called- "de- 


fense"' weapons look so "offensive." 
If the war is to be fought a few 
miles off the Atlantic, Pacific or 
Gulf Coasts, long range bombers 
are not necessary, nor are supply 
ships. But every defensive plan this 
correspondent ever heard of calls 
for meeting the enemy 2,000 miles or 
more 
from 
American 
shores, 


whether the battle be in the air or 
on the sea. And that calls for loca- 
tion of supply bases as far out to the 
front as possible. 


Atlantic Opportunities Limited 
There is little opportunity for out- 


reaching bases in the Atlantic. We 
have to be contented with Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands, and a nav- 
al base in Cuba to backstop the de- 
fense both of the continent and the 
Panama Canal. 


But in the Pacific it is different, 


Hawaii is already a 
formidable 


base and now the navy is hanker- 
ing for funds — and authority — to 
extend its string of supply bases 2,- 
000 miles or more westward, 
in- 


cluding Midway Island, and more 
important, Guam. 


In Guam, the report discloses, the 


navy believes it has found a key 
to national defense which -will be 
effective both in the Pacific and the 
Atlantic. It is 1,500 miles -from Ja- 
pan. 


MURDER IN THE MAKING 


"With adequate air and subma- 


rine protection securely based on 
Guam," says the report, "The island 
could be made secure against any- 
thing short of a major effort on the 
part of any probable enemy. . . .

Here they were con- 
centrated in villages which were the 
local point of the large area over 
which they ranged. They regarded

Of the 20,140 examinees who sent 


me their answers for rating, only 
4,813 
perceived the real possibil- 


ities of the situation and passed. 
Three thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-eight overcalled with one 
no trump; 8.054 doubled for a take- 
out; 627 bid two no trump; 1.804 
bid one spade; 954 bid two spades. 
As will be seen, only about 23 per 
cent felt that passing would lead 
to the best result. 


The very situation that caused 


most players to bid was the one 
which should have caused them to 
pass. East could not'go game with 
his 40 part-score on a mere one 
heart contract, hence there was no 
immediate necessity for South to 
defend. South should realize that 
West would be terribly tempted to 
keep the bidding open with a very 
bad hand in an effort to cash in 
on the 40 part-score. If he suc- 
cumbed to temptation a very in- 
teresting situation would develop; 
that is. South would have a beau- 
tiful penalty double of a two heart 
or two spade contract, or of the 
needed three bid in the minor 
suits. A trap such as this is vir- 
tually made to order by the sit- 
uation itself, and failure to take 
advantage of it is indisputable evi- 
dence of short-sightedness.

Defer Discipline Until Cause 


Of Exam Cheating Is Found 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


Whenever a school child Is found cheating I am Inclined to blame 


someone other than him. I want to know who it was that made him feel 
that failing in his subject was a worse crime than cheating to succeed. 
There is always such a person, and it is he who should be punished, not 
the child. 


One morning during a Regent's examination, the teacher saw one of 


the girls reach into her sleeve for a paper. Thc teacher caught the child's 
eye, shook her head, and the hand was withdrawn. The tears began slip- 
ping down the child's face and thc teacher, troubled about it all. went to 
her and said, "Just dry your, tears and go on bravely. You can take this 
test without cheating. You know this work well. Don't be afraid. Just go 
ahead." 


After a few mfnutes the child gathered herself together and did her 


work, passing without a high rating, but creditably. When she got her re- 
turns she broke down again, and when the teacher asked her what was 
wrong she said, "All my marks are good except this one. Th'ey are all 
over ninety, but this one is eighty-two. My father will be so angry. I am 
afraid to go home." 


Father's stupid insistence on high 


marks, which he never got by the 
way. was threatening to destroy his 
child's success, even her character. 


Once a teacher was ill for some 


months and had to be replaced by 
a substitute. The teacher was known 
as strict, one who got the work out 
of children, or knew why. The first 
test the substitute gave the class 
showed great similarity in the pa- 
pers. A mistake was a common mis- 
take, all had it; a correct answer 
was about identical with all others. 
The teacher talked to a few of the 
children and they told her that they 
helped each other out. "If we didn't 
she would kill us for getting bad 
marks. She bawls us out something 
awful and makes us stay in every 
day for months if we make a mis- 
take." 


The only meaning a mark has is 


in the actual power the knowledge 
gained has stored in the child's 
mind. If nothing was gained, if no 
personal accomplishment was made, 
the mark has no meaning whatever. 
Cheating, snatching marks, is about 
the most useless gesture a pupil can 
make, and when older people, who 
ought to know better, drive children

to such futile, harmful actions, they 
ought to be ashamed of themselves 
for harming helpless youngsters.

It is not possible to do away with i 


marks. The work a child does is i 
measured by the world's opinion. | 
Judgment will be passed on it in ' 
any case. Recognition of good work ! 
is a stimulant to better work, and , 
the pointing out of error is neces- j 
sary before any improvement can , 
be made. But the marks ought to be 
taken realistically. They should 
stand for an actual condition. False 
marks gained by cheating or given 
as rewards or punishments instead 
of measuring standards, fail miser- 
ably to benefit anybody. 


Teach a child that effort counts 


most. Good marks follow work well i 
done, and it is the work accomp- i 
lished that gives power to the work- 
er, not the mark.

Turkey must not be cut into 


small pieces!" 


That is what Mustafa Kcmal 


said, and he acted to defend his 
country. Instead 
of telling the 


Turkish soldiers in Anatolia to give 
up their weapons, he formed them 
into an army of his own. In a tele- 
gram to the sultan at Constantino- 
ple, he resigned his office in the 
Turkish army. What he 
really 


meant was that he was, from that 
time onward, a free agent, the gen- 
eral of an army which he would 
lead where he chose! 


Modern younjf women of Turkey 


trying on hats. 
Mustafa was declared an outlaw, 


but the Turks cheered him when 
their country was struck by the 
next blow. 
An army of Greeks 


started to invade Turkey! 


The Greeks wanted to conquer 


a large section of Turkey. They 
knew the Turks were weak as a 
result of the World war, and hoped 
to win a quick victory. Quite like- 
ly they would have succeeded if it 
had not been for the iron will of a 
blue-eyed Turk — Mustafa KemaL 


With his army, he met the shock 


oi. the Greek attack. After fierce 
fighting, the Greeks were driven 
back. The Turks hailed Mustafa 
as the savior of their land. 


In 1923 a peace conference was 


held in Switzerland. Mainly as a 
result of the general's work, these 
things were brought about: 


The sultan 
gave 
np 
his 


throne, and Turkey became a 
republic. 
Anatolia and other 


Turkish parts of Turkey were 
kept in the country. Turkey 
•was allowed to hold its chief 
city * Constantinople, 
which 


many had expected to be taken 
away. 
Mustafa changed the place of 


the national capital, moving it from 
Constantinople to Angora. Angora 
is a city in central Turkey, and is 
easy to defend. It has given its 
name to Angora cats and Angora 
goats, both of which are noted for 
their long, silken hair. 


Mustafa Kemal added "Pasha" to 


his name, and often has been called 
by the 
simple 
name "Ataturk," 


meaning" "Great Turk." He was 
chosen as the first president of the 
Turkish republic, and later was 
elected time and again. 


For centuries Turkish women 


had been forced to wear veils over 
then? faces, and to spend almost all 
their time in their homes. Now, as 
a result of Mustafa's laws, they 
walk freely about the streets of 
cities and villages, with no veils. 
They even -wear hats of "western 
style." 


Mustafa also ended the use of the 


round red hat, or "fez," which all 
Turkish men wore in past times. 
He caused hundreds of new. schools 
to be built, and added greatly to 
the number of Turks who can read 
and write.

than 100 businessmen and manufac- 
turers in his district and found little 
consciousness that the new state de- 
partment exists, and hardly any de- 
sire that it be continued. 


Brown is a former mayor of Osh- 


losh, is interested financially in 
several farm enterprises, and for 
many years has been the secretary 
and manager of the 
Winnebago 


county fair, one of the most suc- 
cessful county expositions in the 
state. 


He is slow and deep of voice, cau- 


tious, well-dressed and alert, 
in 


sharp contrast to his plain, silent 
and reserved preaecessor, Morris- 
sey.

Brown feels that the Heil admin- 


stration will keep its two year 
>udget to the lowest possible level, 
bufhe isn't sure that it will be low- 
er than the LaFollette budget of the 
last two years. He is against diver- 
sion of highway money in principle, 
ic explains, but it may be necessary 
in an emergency. He would like to 
see state expenditures reduced so 
that eventually the Republicans can 
make good on their claim that they 
will bring lower taxes.

New York—The moat offensive and obvious fraud on earth is the pre- 


tense by the communists, on the one hand, and the nazi-fascists. on the 
other, that they arc at war on any other issue than a greedy rivalry for 
power. In methods and in their scorn of principle and honest dealing the 
dictatorships of Berlin and Rome are exactly like their nominal enemies 
of Moscow, and it can be shown out of their own con- 
duct that they employ every foul and treacherou^ 
trick that they complain of in the operations of the 
communists and attribute to the Jews. 


The communists, for example, receive their political 


direction/from Moscow and, though they may ho'd 
citizenship in the United States and swear to uphold 
the constitution, arc relentless enemies of the Ameri- 
can form of government £nd the freedom and peace 
of the people. The nazis and fascists, who condemn 
and pretend to hate this deceit, nevertheless folloxv 
the same course in this and other foreign lands.

This cannot be done without descent to the very same mental reservation 
and perjury which nazi agents in this country profess to loathe in the 
communists and vice versa, and the anti-American bunds are identical 
with the communist groups in their hatred of the United States and their 
purpose to shatter the country by 
internal hatreds. 


If communists worm their way in- 


to normally American groups and 
by disciplined effort under foreign 
direction

Americans to their beliefs and ma- 
nipulate the unsuspecting remain- 
der, imposing on their honest hatred 
of nazi-fascism. the same method is 
used by the nazis and fascists. For 
every detached and outwardly in- 
nocent group of Americans who 
think they are serving some decent 
cause in an Organization nominally 
devoted to Americanism and de-

In the matter of 
persecution 


abroad no communist anywhere has 
any right to complain of anything 
that Hitler or Mussolini has done, 
and the nazis and fascists, having 
used the same brutal 
-ways, 
are 


equally at a loss. 


But in our own rrJdst it is always 


true that no communist or fascist or 
any "fellow-traveler" of either side 
ever has any kind intention, and 
anyone who finds himself unwill- 
ing to oppose both sides with equal 
fervor must be suspected of approv- 
ing the evils common to both.

Mrs. Ketterer said she 
thought club women should discuss 
controversial subjects more freely, 
with both sides represented. 


She said state federations -would 


follow an intensive study of the tax 
question by uniform action on tax 
revision in their states.

Senator Norris 
Answers Critics 
Of Harry Hopkins 


Quiz Congress About Pol- 


itics in Relief, Ne- 


braskan Suggests 


Washington—[ft— Senator Norris 


(Ind.-Neb.) " recommended 
today 


that congressional critics of Harry 
Hopkins examine congress itself to 
find out about politics in relief. 


In any future inquiry, Norris de- 


clared, the investigators should ask 
WPA administrative 
officials for 


correspondence from members of 
congress who wanted jobs for their 
friends. 


He said he was "reliably inform- 


ed" that disclosures along that line 
would show where the responsibil- 
ity for any WPA political activity 
truly belongs. 


The veteran Nebraska independ- 


ent commented on the relief contro- 
versy a short time before the senate 
took up Hopkins' nomination to be 
secretary of commerce. 


The nomination was approved 


yesterday by the senate commerce 
committee, 13 to 6, with Chairman 
Bailey '(D-N. C.) declining to vote 
because of "personal differences" 
with Hopkins. 


Bailey led the committee's ques- 


tioning of Hopkins throughout the 
two days he was on the witness stand. 
Most of the questions were directed 
at finding out what, if any, role 
Hopkins had played in WPA's part 
in the 1938 election campaigns. 


He conceded there had been some 


political activity, disclosed 100 to 
200 administrative employes had 
been dismissed and named over a 
half dozen speeches of his own 
which he considered to be of a poli- 
tical nature. If he had it to do over 
again, he said, he probably would 
not make those speeches. 


In the hearings Hopkins charged 


that at least in some states politics 
were injected into the .WPA by 
state politicians who "put the pres- 
sure on" administrators.

the wonders of our time. The fa- 
therland swaps its products for the 
products of other countries without 
any cash changing hands. In simpli- 
city it's on a par with the trade 
whereby one schoolboy exchanges 
a jack-knife with a broken blade 
for a live beetle in a bottle. 


Germany has resorted to the bar- 


ter system because she hasn't suffi- 
ciently ready cash to trade in any 
other way. Naturally she has to 
find countries which are of the 
same frame 
of 
mind—countries 


wanting German goods and having 
products that the Reich needs. 


Here is the general idea of the 


Nazi barter scheme: 


Not one red 
copper in 
cash 


changes hands normally. What hap- 
pens in effect is the establishment 
of credits against which the traders 
draw. That is: The farmer ' takes 
five dozen eggs to the 
general 


store and gets credit for a dollar 
(if he's lucky); when the farmer 
wants a pair of suspenders he pays 
for them out of his dollar credit, 
and both he and the store keeper 
have achieved their aim. 


The German system varies some- 


what in various parts of the world. 
In many of them its South Ameri- 
can transactions the "credit" has 
taken the form of the employment 
of a special German mark called 
the Aski mark. That is used, say in 
payment for goods bought in Chile, 
and the Chilean can use it for the 
purchase of German goods-^for 
nothing else. These Aski marks" are 
always at a heavy discount which 
gives the Germans an advantage 
over ^competitors.

World War, urifter whose auspices' 
army day was "inaugurated some 
twelve years ago and under whose 
sponsorship Army • day activities 
since have been conducted, must go 
a great deal of the credit for the in- 
creased respect for and understand- 
ing of our military establishment, 
its personnel, its functions, and its 
responsi bilities. 


"In these troublesome and dis- 


turbed times, it is fortunate that
